I have always had 
a horror of war and this nation 
has taken its share of my people 
in every war. It has been in- 
volved until I am sick, tired and 
disgusted. Sometimes for fleet- 
ing moments I think, well, it’s 
going to be all right with me and 
my God, but it’s only moments. 
To me there is no glory in war, 
to me it’s a shame and disgrace 
to a civilized world. War is noth- 
ing but Death, Destruction, Suf- 
fering, Grief and Sorrow and 
Hate and Hell fire. . 

There must be some other way. 


War has never brought peace and 


never will. It-only makes the next 
war more horrible and will con- 
tinue on that way until the earth 
and the inhabitants of it go the 
way it is written it will go, up in 
fire and brimstone and there is 
nothing I can say or do about it. 
But the disappointment, the 
grief, and sorrow of it, I cannot 
overcome as is written, Rachel 
grieving for her children and re- 
fusing to be comforted. I am not 
refusing to be comforted but I 
haven’t heen able yet to find any 
comfort. My Baby, to me, had as 
much to live on this earth as any- 
one. You may think it very self- 
ish of me and maybe it is.” 

Then the mother copied a letter 
she had received from one of 
“Ham’s” buddies. -overseas. It 
went like this: 

“T find that this is a very dif- 
ficult letter to write. Your son, 
‘Ham’ as he was. affectionately 
nicknamed by the gang, was not 
only a member of my squadron 
but also one of the finest and 
closest friends I knew overseas. 
We joined the squadron and flew 
operationally for the first time 
together. 

“A great many of my memories 
of squadron life—eating, sleeping, 
drinking, laughing with the gang, 
the deep comradship that I can’t 
express on paper that all our 
people knew and thanked God 
for—all these and many more are 
deeply entwined with my 
thoughts-of ‘Ham’. 

“I can still hear him leading 
the gang singing ‘Glory to Ole 
Auburn’ and remember what de- 
light he got from making and 
eating ‘Yankee Snow Ice Cream’. 

“I was on the mission ‘Ham’ 
went down on. I don’t remember 
the exact location but it was 
over German Territory. My flight 
was hitting a train with fire 
bombs when ‘Ham’ spotted a 
camouflaged train parked on a 
spur to the west of where we 
were. 

“My flight finished our train 
off and hurried over to cover 
‘Ham's’ flight. The train con- 
sisted of about five ears with 
tanks and armored vehicles, eight 
freight cars with supplies and 
ammunition, two troop cars with 
troops in them covered with trees. 
As we circled above them I saw 
‘Ham’ make a strifing pass and 
burst into flame about 100 feet 
above the ground. He went in 
right next to the train with a 
large explosion. 

“The train..was defended by 
several machine guns comparable 
to our 50 caliber, all of which we 
silenced before we left. We also 
destroyed most of the flat cars 
and tanks.
